OUR NATIONAL PLATFORM.

The People's Party Platform Adopted
at Omaha July 4, 1802,

Assembled upon the 116th anniversary
of the Declaration of Independence, the
People's party of America, In their first
national convention, Iinvoking upon
their action the blessings of Almighty
God, puts forth in the name and on be-
half of the people of this country the
following preamble and declarstion of
principles:

PREAMBLE.

The conditions which surround us
best justify our co-operation. We meet
in the m!dst of & nation breught to the
verge of moral, political snd material
min. Corruption dominates the ballot
box, the legislatures, the congress, and
touches even the ermine of the bench.
The people are demoralized; most of
the states have been compelled to lso-

| 18te the voters at the polling places to

pre ventuniversal Intimidation or bri-
bery. The newspapers are largely sub-
sidized or muzzled, public opinion
sllenced; business prostrated; our homes
covered with mortgages; labor impover-
ished and the land concentrating in the
hands of capitalists. The urban work-
men are denied the right of orgaunlza-
tion for self protection; imported pau-
perized labor beats down their wages, &
hireling standing srmy, unrecognized
by our laws, is establlshed to shoot
them down; and they sre rapldly de-
generating into European conditions.
The frults of the toll of millions are
boldly stolen to build up colosssl for-
tunes for & few, unprecedented in the
hostory of mankind; and the possessors
of these, {n turn, desplse the republic
and endanger liberty. From the same
prolific womb of governmental injustice
we breed the two great classes—tiramps
and millionaires. The national power
to create money s appropriated to en-
rich bondbolders. A vast public debt,
psyable in legal tender currency, hss
been funded into gold-bearing bonds,
thereby adding millions to the burdens
of the people.

Silver, which has been sccepted s
coln gince the dawn of history has been
demonetized to add to the purchasing
power of gold by decreasiug the value
of all forms of property as well ae hu-
man labor, and the supply of currency
{s purposely sbridged to fatten usurers,
bankrupt enterprise and enslave indus-
tries. A vast conspiracy sgainst man-
kind has been orgsnized on two conti-
nents aud it is rapidly taking possession
If not met and over-
thrown at once, it forebodes terrible
soclal convulsions, the destruction of
civilization or the establishment of an
absolute despotism.

We have witnessed for more than
quarter of & century the struggles
of the two great political parties
for power and plunder, while griev-
ous wrongs have been inflicted
upon & suffering people. We charge
that the controlling influences dominat-
ing both these partles have permitted
the existing dreadful conditions to de-
velop, without serious efforts to prevent
or restraln them. Neitherdo they now
promise us any substantial reform.
They have agreed together to ignore,
in the coming campaign, every Issue
but one. They propose to drown the
outcries of & plundered people with the

' | uproar of a sham batile over the tarifl,

#0 that eaplitalists, corporations, nation-
al banks, rings, trusts, watered stock,
the demonetization of silver and the
eppressions of the usurers may all be
loss sight of. They propo:e to sacrifice
our homes, lives and children on the
altar of mammon; to destroy the multi-
tude in order to secure corruption funds
from the miliionaires.

Assembled on the anniversary of the
birthday of the nation and filled with
the spirit of the grand generation
which established our independence,
we seek to restore the government of
the republic to the bands of ‘‘the plain
people,” with whom It originated.

2 We assert our purposes to be identical
with the purposcs of the national con-
stitution: “To form & more pertect
union, establlsh justice, insure domes-
tic tranquility, provide for the common
defence, promote the general welfare,
and secure the blessings of liberty to
' ourselves and our posterity.”

| We declare that this republic can only
sndure as & free goyernment while built
upon the love of the whole pevple for
each other and for the nation; that it
' cannot be pinned together by bayonets;
that the civil war Is over and that
every passion and resentment which
[nn' out of It must dle with it, and
| that we must be ln fuct & wo are In
pamo, the united brotherhood of free
men.,

Our country finds iteelf confronted by
ponditlons for which there is no prece-
dent In the history of the waotld; our
sanual agricultural productions amount
to billions of dollars o value, which
must within & few weoks or months be
exchanged foi hilllons of dollars of com-
moditles consumed In thelr production;
the exlsting currency supply s whol'y
| inadequate to makeo this exchange; the
| pesults are falllog prices, the formation
of vombloes and risgs aod the lm-
poverishment of the producing eless,
| Wo pledge ourselvea that, If glven
power, wo will labor to correct these
evils by wise and reasonable legis
atlon In acoordance with the lerms
of our plavlorm, We bellava that
the powers ol government -in other

words, of \he people-—should be

|

sapanded (as ln the ome of \he posial

service) as rapldly and as far as the

the teachings of experience shall justify,
to the end that oppression, injus
tice and poverty
cease in the land.
While our sympathies as s party of

every proposition which will tend
make men intelligent, wirtuous and
temperate, we nevertheless regard
these questions, important as they are,
as secondary to the great [ssues now
pressing for solution, and upon which
not only our individual prosperity, but
the very existence of free lostitutions
depend: and we ask all men to first
help us to determine whether we are to
have a republic to administer, before
we differ as to the conditions upon
which it is to beadminlsiered. Believ-
ing that the forces of reform this day
organized wili never cease to move
forward until every wrong Is remedied,
and equal rights and equal privileges
securely established for all men and
women of the country, therefore:
WE nECLARE

irst—That the union of the labor
forces of the United Btates, this day
consummated, shall be psrmanent and
perpetual. May its spiritenter into all
hearts for the salvation of the republic
and the uplifting of mankind.

Second—Wealth belongs to him who
creates it, and every dollar taken from
industry without an equivalent Is ‘rob-
bery. *If any will not work, neither
shall he eat.” The Interests of rural
and civic labor are the same; thelr ene-
mies identical,

Third—We believe that the time has
come when the rallroad corporstions
will either own the people or the people
mus. own the rallroads, and should the
goveroment enter upon the work of
owniog and managiog any or all rall-
roads, we shounld favor sn amendment
to the constitution by which all persons
engaged Im the government service
shall be placed under s clvil service
regulation of the most rigid charscter;
#0 88 to prevent the Increase of the
power of the national administration by
the use of such additional government
employees.

PLATFORM.

We demand a national currency, safe,
souud and flexible, {ssued by the gene-
ral government only, & full legal tender
tor all debts, public and private,
'and that without the wuse of
banking corporations; that a just, equit-
able und e¢ffcient means of distribution
direct to the people, at a tax not to ex-
ceed two per cent. per snnum, to be
provided, as set forth in the subtreasury
plan ot the Farmers' Alliance, or some
better system; also by psyments in dls-
charge of its obligations for publle im-
| proveme'nts.

We demand the free and unlimited
| colnage of silver aud gold at the present
l legal ratio of 16 to 1.

We demand that the amount of ¢lreu-
lating medium be speedily increased to
| mot less than 850 per caplta.

We demand & graduated income tax.

We believe that the moneys of the
country should be kept as much as pos-
gible In the hands of the peopls, and
hence we demsnd that sll state and
national revenues shall be limited to
the necessary expenses of the govern-
ment, economlcally and honestly ad-
ministered.

We demand that postal savings banks
be established by the government, for
the sale deposit of the earnings of the
people, and to facilitate exchange,

Transportation being a means of ex
change and & public necessity, the gov-
ernment should own and operate the
rallroads In the interest of the people.

The telegraph and telephone, like
the postofiice system being & necessity
for transmisslon of mnews, should be
owned and operated by the government
in the interest of the people.

The land, Including all the natural
resources of wealth, I8 the heritage of
all the people, aud should not be mono-
pollzed for speculative purposes, and
alien ownership of land should be pro-
hibited. All lands now held by rail-
roads and other corporations In excess
of thalir actual nceds, and all lands now

Wasmixaron, March 12.—Secretary
Herbert has mude response to the
Boutelle resolution adopted by the
house ealling on him to state his au-
thority for issuing instructions plae-
ing the armed naval forces of the

United States and the use of
its ensign under the orders and
control  of Speecial Commissioner

Blonnt at Honolulu March 11th, 1893,
The substance of the suswer is that
the nction was necessary to prevent a
conflict .of anthority, and that the
secretiury's authority for issuing the
order was sthe president—the com-
mander-in-ehief of the United States
urmy und navy., A number of preece-
dents for this action are cited,

The seeretary says that in order
that no conflict of anthority should
arise with reference to the disposition
of the United States naval forces at
Hawaii, but that such forces should
be employed in entire harmony with
and in support of the policy of the
diplomatie branch of the govern-
ment, snd in order that the speci-
al commissioner appointed by
the president might, in the
discharge of the important duties
entrusted to him, be aided by
the fullest co-operation on the part of
the naval branch of the government,
it was deemed p r to direct that
Reur Admiral Skerritt shonld consult
freely with Mr. Blount snd should
curry out any instructions given him
in regard to the course to be pursued
by the United States naval forees at

1 Howallan islunds.

The secrotary gives a number of
precedentsdor hisaetion beginning in
1823 and running down to 1881, In
1820 the United States ship Enter-
prise was sent to Porto Rico and the
commander was to "refulat.o his uper-
ntions by the advice of Thomas Ran-
